of combined action' on behalf of the Free World will be solved within 
days or even hours* 

Unfortunately, we emigre ea cannot claim the chief share in Western 
enlightenment on your plans of world domination* The lion's share 
in this enlightenment is due to you, Vyatobeslav Mihailovich, and 
to your colleagues* Your attitude in Berlin was much more effeot- 
ful than a thousand ‘reactionary* emig]^t8*
